What  does  Judaism  say  about... 


Darfur,  health  care,  stem  cell  research, 

Afghanistan,  global  warming?  What 
does  Judaism  say  about  these,  or  any 
number  of  other  contemporary  concerns?  We  ask 
the  question  all  the  time.  In  doing  so,  I  think  we 
overlook  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  question 
-  namely,  the  working  premise  that  Judaism 
does  have  something  to  say  about  any  given 
issue.  Unlike  other  spiritual  regimens,  Judaism 
is  neither  so  parochial  nor  so  other-worldly  that 
it  turns  a  blind  eye  to  the  condition  of  our  shared 
humanity.  In  fact,  Jews  insist  that  our  faith  has 
an  opinion  or  proof-text  about  everything.  To  put  the  question 
another  way  -  have  you  ever  heard  a  Jewish  educator  say: 
“Judaism  has  nothing  to  say  about  X”?  There  is  something  about 
Jews  and  Judaism  that  -  like  a  chatty  guest  at  the  dinner  table  - 
does  not  allow  a  topic  to  be  raised  without  somehow  believing 
that  it  is  deserving  of  being  weighed  in  on. 

This  belief  is  the  source  of  both  our  vitality  and  our  angst. 

It  our  fierce  insistence  that  our  ancient  texts  speak  forcefully 
to  contemporary  concerns  that  ensures  Judaism’s  continued 
relevance.  It  is  for  this  very  reason  that  the  Torah  is  called  a  “tree 
of  life.”  With  roots  spread  across  the  millennia,  the  wisdom  of 
our  sacred  scripture  continues  to  bear  fruit  in  every  season. 

And  yet,  it  is  this  very  claim  that  also  tangles  us  in  knots. 
Does  our  tradition  lean  to  the  political  left  or  right?  Is  there 
such  a  thing  as  “the  Jewish  vote"?  Should  there  be?  Certainly  in 
this  month  of  mid-term  elections  we  are  acutely  aware  of  how 
our  Jewishness  informs  our  ballots,  and  the  degree  to  which 
“religious  values”  are  co-opted  into  the  polemics  of  political 


debate.  It  is  a  slippery  slope.  If  we  insist  that 
Judaism  has  something  to  say  about  everything, 
then  how  do  we  control  who  does  and  doesn’t 
speak  with  authority  on  the  Jewish  view  on  any 
given  issue? 

At  PAS  this  fall,  we  are  turning  our  attention 
directly  to  this  conversation.  We  are  excited 
to  welcome  Rabbi  David  Saperstein  of  the 
Religious  Action  Center  on  November  5.  Rabbi 
Saperstein,  perhaps  the  most  prominent  rabbinic 
voice  on  Capitol  Hill,  will  speak  on  the  “Use 
and  Abuse  of  Jewish  Tradition  in  Contemporary 
Political  Debate.”  Every  time  I  have  heard  Rabbi  Saperstein, 
his  knowledge  of  both  our  tradition  and  the  inner  workings  of 
politics  leaves  me  breathless. 

Soon  after,  we  will  turn  to  global  concerns  as  we  host 
Ruth  Messinger  of  the  American  Jewish  World  Service  on 
December  3.  A  product  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  Ruth 
Messinger  has  been  a  leader  in  tikkun  olam  in  a  local  and 
international  capacity.  It  has  been  Ruth’s  insistence  that  Jews 
also  serve  as  “global  citizens”  that  has,  in  very  real  terms, 
changed  the  way  American  Jews  understand  their  Judaism. 

More  important  than  what  Judaism  has  to  say  about  any 
particular  issue  is  what  Jews  do  about  those  concerns.  As  many 
have  noted,  our  faith  is  one  of  deed,  not  creed.  Our  commitment 
to  this  conversation  will  ultimately  be  measured  in  good  deeds 
performed,  tzedakah  given  and  advocacy  commitments  fulfilled. 
At  the  end  of  the  day,  we  should  follow  the  counsel  of  the 
rabbinic  sages:  “Say  little  and  do  much.”  Ultimately,  Indeed,  our 
Judaism  is  measured  by  way  of  our  actions.

Pursuit  of  Torah 


alk  into  a  Jewish  home,  and  you  are 
likely  to  see  a  collection  of  books. 

Why  do  Jews  have  so  many  books?  Do 
we  all  own  stock  in  one  of  the  Big  Four  -  Random 
House,  HarperCollins,  Penguin  Group,  or  Simon 
&  Schuster?  1  submit  that  there  is  a  different 
reason.  After  all,  the  Moslem  prophet  Mohammad 
was  the  first  to  describe  the  Jews  as  “the  People  of 
the  Book.” 

Judaism  is  a  “book  culture,”  one  that  is 
nurtured  by  study  and  interpretation.  The  study 
of  Torah  and  all  Jewish  texts,  known  as  Talmud 
Torah ,  is  an  essential  value  in  Judaism.  Maimonides  wrote  in 
his  monumental  code  of  law,  the  Mishneh  Torah ,  that  kol  ish  mi- 
yisrael  hayav  b  ’talmud  torah  -  every  Jew  is  obligated  in  Talmud 
Torah,  whether  rich  or  poor,  healthy  or  sick,  whether  young  or 
old,  strong  or  weak. 

Torah  is  a  multifaceted  term.  The  perfect  analogy  is  a 
pyramid  with  Torah  as  the  apex,  inverted  so  that  the  tip  becomes 
the  base.  All  of  Jewish  literature  builds  upon  the  Torah’s 
teachings.  Torah  represents  the  entire  activity  of  Jewish  study 
throughout  the  generations;  that  is  to  say,  all  Jewish  study  is 
Torah. 

According  to  Dr.  Barry  Holtz,  professor  of  Jewish  education 
at  JTS,  “Jewish  textual  tradition  is  one  of  the  great  literary 
achievements  of  human  culture,  representing  a  system  that  is 
unique,  important,  and  deeply  compelling  to  anyone  interested 
in  literature  itself.”  ( Back  to  the  Sources,  p  13).  The  reading  and 
studying  of  Jewish  texts  is  the  most  direct  path  to  the  very  nature 
of  Judaism. 

A  classic  midrash  tells  the  story  of  a  king  who  had  two  loyal 
servants  whom  he  loved  intensely.  He  gave  each  one  a  measure 
of  wheat  and  a  bundle  of  flax  and  asked  them  to  take  good  care 
of  his  gifts.  The  intelligent  one  wove  the  flax  into  cloth;  he  made 
flour  from  the  wheat,  sifted  it,  ground  it,  kneaded  it,  baked  it, 
and  set  the  bread  on  the  table,  on  top  of  the  cloth. 

The  foolish  one  did  nothing  at  all.  After  some  time  the  king 
returned  to  his  house  and  said  to  them,  “My  dear  ones,  bring  me 
what  I  gave  you.”  One  brought  out  a  table  covered  with  the  cloth 
and  with  the  bread;  the  other  brought  out  the  wheat  in  a  basket 
and  the  bundle  of  flax  with  it.  What  an  embarrassment  that  was! 


When  God  gave  the  Torah  to  Israel,  God  gave 
it  as  wheat  from  which  to  make  flour,  and  flax 
from  which  to  make  clothing.  When  we  study 
Jewish  texts,  we  are  turning  wheat  into  bread, 
flax  into  garments.  Ultimately,  the  pursuit  of 
Torah  is  a  kind  of  romance.  For  the  Jewish 
tradition,  reading  is  more  than  reading:  it  is  a 
love  affair  with  the  text  (Holtz,  p.  29). 

1  hope  you  all  take  the  opportunity  to  nourish 
this  love  affair  at  the  PAS  Book  Fair  on 
November  15  and  16.  Let’s  start  reading!

Cantors  at  PAS  —  The  Next  Steps 


During  the  High  Holy 
Days  and  festival 
season  we  once  again 
enjoyed  the  wonderful  voices 
and  personalities  of  our  interim 
cantors,  Elana  Rozenfeld  and 
Azi  Schwartz.  We  are  now 
commencing  a  process  to 
identify  a  long  term,  sustainable 
cantorial  model  for  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  in  order  to  meet 
the  needs  of  our  ever-increasing,  demographically  diverse 
membership.  Here  is  a  summary  of  the  process  and  the  likely 
schedule. 

Many  of  you  will  recall  that  when  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz 
retired  in  June  2009,  we  decided  to  provide  the  PAS  community 
the  opportunity  to  educate  ourselves  about  the  many  roles  our 
cantors  play  in  our  lives  and  to  ensure  that  the  selection  of  a  new 
cantor  would  meet  the  many  needs  of  the  entire  community.  We 
decided  to  embark  on  a  two-year  process  and  to  hire  interim 
cantors  for  a  year  before  making  long-term  decisions.  Cantors 
Rozenfeld  and  Schwartz  worked  so  well  with  Cantor  Nancy 
Abramson  in  serving  our  entire  community,  that  last  year  we 
extended  the  one-year  interim  period  to  two  years,  through  June 
2011. 

A  Cantorial  Search  Committee  has  now  been  formed  and 
has  begun  to  determine  our  needs  and  to  identify  how  best 
they  can  be  satisfied.  The  process  will  be  much  as  I  described 
it  in  the  April  2009  Bulletin.  We  have  retained  the  information 
the  entire  community  shared  with  us  at  that  time,  including 
what  we  obtained  from  our  town  hall  meetings  and  from  email 
messages  and  letters  people  sent.  We  will  hold  three  more  town 
hall  meetings  this  month  to  hear  feedback  on  recent  experiences 
across  the  community.  The  Cantorial  Search  Committee  prepared 
a  formal  questionnaire  and  filed  it  with  the  Cantors  Assembly 
in  October.  That  submission  allows  us  to  obtain  resumes, 

CDs,  and  other  information  about  candidates.  As  a  prominent

synagogue,  we  expect  to  receive  many  applications,  just  as  we 
did  in  2008.  Any  cantor  who  wishes  to  apply  may  do  so,  which 
of  course  includes  Cantors  Rozenfeld  and  Schwartz. 

The  Search  Committee  plans  to  interview  the  most  promising 
candidates  in  December.  Of  that  group,  we  expect  to  invite 
a  small  number  of  finalists  to  lead  us  in  song  over  a  Shabbat 
weekend  during  the  winter  months,  most  likely  in  late  January 
and  early  February.  The  congregation  will  be  kept  informed  of 
the  dates  that  the  candidates  will  visit.  We  hope  that  as  many  of 
you  as  possible  will  come  hear  the  finalists.  After  we  have  heard 
the  finalists  and  watched  them  in  action  during  those  weekends, 
we  will  make  a  choice  and  extend  an  offer  in  the  spring  of  201 1. 
The  permanent  cantor  will  then  start  with  PAS  in  July  2011. 

If  you  have  any  questions  or  comments  about  the  cantorial 
search  process,  please  participate  in  one  of  the  town  hall 
meetings;  dates  and  times  are  listed  above.

Making  Gifts  Count

It  is  not  only  the  High  Holidays  that  felt 
early  this  year;  the  first  night  of  Hanukkah 
will  be  December  2.  As  we  inevitably  think 
about  the  importance  of  gifts  during  November,  I 
would  like  to  suggest  a  different  understanding  of 
the  value  of  gifts  in  our  society. 

In  his  book  The  Gift ,  Lewis  Hyde  looks  at 
the  tradition  of  gift  giving  and  its  potential  for 
helping  people  band  together.  Hyde  tells  us  that 
when  the  Puritans  first  landed  in  Massachusetts,  they  discovered 
something  very  interesting  about  the  Indians’  feeling  for 
property,  something  so  interesting  that  they  gave  it  a  name.  In 
1 764,  when  Thomas  Hutchinson  wrote  his  history  of  the  colony, 
the  term  was  already  an  old  saying:  “An  Indian  gift,”  he  told 
his  readers,  “is  a  proverbial  expression  signifying  a  present  for 
which  an  equivalent  return  gift  is  expected.” 

The  Indian  giver,  in  the  original  understanding  of  the 
phrase,  understood  an  essential  property  of  a  gift:  whatever  we 
have  been  given  is  supposed  to  be  given  away  again,  not  kept. 
Or,  if  it  is  kept,  something  of  similar  value  should  be  given 
away  instead.  So  we  may  keep  our  Hanukkah  gifts,  but  they  are 
not  true  gifts  unless  we  have  given  something  else  away.  The 
important  concept  here  is  that  the  “gift”  keeps  moving  from 


person  to  person.  What  we  learn  from  this  is  that 
we,  as  a  community  of  people  of  good  will,  do 
not  benefit  from  keeping  our  gifts.  In  fact,  the 
gift  that  is  not  used  will  be  lost,  while  the  one 
that  is  passed  along,  given  to  another  person  or 
shared  with  the  world,  remains  abundant. 

As  your  family  prepares  for  Hanukkah, 
consider  how  you  will  pass  along  your  gifts.  For 
some  families  Hanukkah  is  an  opportunity  to 
empty  toy  chests,  bookshelves  and  closets  and  to  donate  clothes, 
books,  and  sports  equipment  to  people  who  will  use  them.  Some 
families  give  tzedakah  each  night  of  Hanukkah,  with  everyone  in 
the  family  having  a  voice  in  deciding  where  the  donation  will  go. 
Children  learn  from  watching  as  parents  write  the  check  or  make 
the  online  donation.  A  child  can  put  the  check  in  the  envelope,  or 
be  the  one  to  click  on  “Submit”  on  the  computer  screen. 

At  this  time  of  year,  as  we  celebrate  the  holidays  of 
Thanksgiving  and  Hanukkah,  we  are  aware  of  both  the  physical 
and  spiritual  gifts  in  our  lives.  This  month  is  the  time  for  us  to 
consider  the  understanding  of  gift-giving  that  Hyde  discusses: 
a  gift  can  become  a  true  gift  when  we  share  it  with  someone  in 
need.
